shelved the anti-lynching bill today 
to take up the $250,000.000 emer- 
gency relief appropriation measure. 


The action, taken on a motion by 


Democratic Leader Barkley of Ken- 
tucky, ended a filibuster which had 
consumed 29 days of this session. 


Jubilant southerners 
who had 


fought the measure said they re- 
garded the senate's action as assur- 
ance the bill would not be brought 
up again this session. 


Before the vote, proponent: of 


the bill, headed by Senator Wagner 
(D-Nr. Y.). had sought unsuccessful- 
ly to amend the motion so as to 
provide for later consideration o£ 
the bill. 
The relief measure, pre- 


viously passed by the house, is de- 
signed to increase WPA rolls to a 
total e>t 2.500.000 persons. 


In aking that the anti-lynching 


bill be laid aside, Barkley explain- 
ed that there appeared to him to 
be no chance of obtaining unani- 
mous consent 
to limit the anti- 


lynching debate and said he had 
done all he could to get a vote on 
it. 


Cloture Moves Fail 


He noted, also, that two motions 


to invoke cloture, limiting each 
senator's argument to one hour, had 
been defeated. 


The x'ote on laying the bill aside 


was 58 to 22. 


Seeking to assure later considera- 


tion. Wagner first asked unanimous 
consent to lay the bill aside tem- 
porarily to take up relief. Senator 
Connally (D-Texas) objected. 


Wagner then sought to amend 


Barkley's motion to postpone action

March 28. His effort failed because 
of a parliamentary objection.

He cited figures from the budget 
bureau to show that, counting the 
$250.000.000, the government will 
have spent more than $4.000,000,000 
on relief and allied projects in' the 
fiscal year ending next June 30.

of administrative costs. This was a 
decrease of about $285,000,000 from 
the 1936 total.

The country is to 
vote OR the new constitution Thurs- 
day, after considering it-only three 
days. 


Adoption of the new constitution 


was regarded as a foregone conclu 
sion. Members of the election com 
mission were instructed to hold na 
tion-wide mass meetings to explain 
its proposals, after which the voting 
will be by accamation. 


Major Provisions 


Mos: important provisions of the 


document were: 


Heading the government would 


be the king and his ministers. 


Parliament would consist of two 


chambers, a house of deputies anc 
a senate. Deputies would be electee 
for six years according to member- 
ship in three guilds; farmer-labor, 
commerce and industry, intellectual 
professions.

Officers and Men of

Streamlined 


To attempt to say what the events 


in Austria may mean to the balance 
of power in Europe and to the peace 
of the Old World would be at this 
moment to guess on wholly inade- 
quate information. But there is one 
aspect of the Central European sit- 
uation which is clear enough, and it 
is of great interest to the people of 
the United States. 
They can see 


there a demonstration of the new 
method of aggression and aggran- 
dizement, of what might be called 
the streamlined technic of conquest. 


Most of us. when -we think 
of 


wars of aggression, have a picture 
of a great power making specific 
demands on a weaker power, and 
then having failed to receive satis- 
faction the great power formally 
declares war, mobilizes its army, 
and proceeds to invade the terri- 
tory of its intended victim. The war 
of conquest is pictured as brutal but 
as straightforward. 


.With this picture in their minds 


Americans interested in peace have 
devoted much energy to inventing 
nice leisurely straightforward de- 
vices for preventing wars of con- 
quest. They have wanted to have 
wars declared illegal. 
They have 


played with the idea of assembling, 
fifty nations and of passing judg- i 
ment on the aggressor. They have | 
refused to give legal recognition to, 
the gains of wars by 
conquest. I 


Some of them have even imagined 
that they could deal with aggres- 
sion by holding a national referen- 
dum while the aggressor obligingly 
held his hand until the ballots had 
been counted. 
Declaration of War 
Is Thinff of the Past 
. But in Austria, in Rumania and 
in China we can see that modern 
aggression is a very different thing 
and that it does not in the least 
correspond with our preconceived 
notions. For one thing, the formal- 
ity of a declaration of war has 
been discarded. To declare war is 
merely 
to give the enemy's pro- 


pagandists something to talk about, 
and also, as some one put it the 
other day — a Chicago cartoonist. 
I think — it makes it harder for 
a nation like the Japanese to com- 
plain that they have been hit in 
the fist with a Chinese eye. For 
another thing, the clear distinction 
between 
mobilization and peace 


conditions has 
disappeared: the 


totalitarian states are always mo- 
bilized and mobilizing. 


But what is much more impor- 


tant, modern wars of aggression 
do not start with an armed in- 
vasion of the frontier or with an 
air iid. They start with rebellion 
and treason within the territory 
of the prospective victim. Whether 
the rebellion and treason are act- 
ually financed and directed from 
the aggressor state is 
relatively 


unimportant. What is important is 
that the rebel 
leaders 
seek to 


achieve power for themselves by 
delivering .their own country to 
the aggressor.. 


This delivery can be 
effected 


without destroying the outward 
forms and symbols of independ- 
ence, simply by setting up a regime 
which is in sympathy with the 
conqueror, is subservient to him 
and is dependent upon him for its 
survival. 
This New Technic 
Has Many Advantages 


This new technic of conquest 


has many obvious advantages over 
the older and cruder forms of ag- 
gression. At no point in the process 
is there any open breach of thej 
established rules, and if other na- 
tions seek to object they are placed 
in the position of meddling, of ac- 
tually seeking to start trouble, of 
harboring aggressive designs and 
of interfering in the domestic af- 
fairs of the victim. 
. This is the system of aggression 
which is actually practiced in the 
world today. The first 
conspic- 


uous' exponents of 
this 
technic 


were the bolsheviks, in the period 
between 1918 and the defeat of 


Aggression 
their armies in Poland. Mussolini 
was too impatient to employ this 
•technic in, Ethiopia: besides he was 
too much interested in the glam- 
our of empire to be content to 
gain the substance 
by the more 


pacific 
method of corruption and 


seduction. But the technic of ag- 
gression that the bolsheviks have 
used so blunderingly 
the 
nazis 


have perfected, and by this tech- 
nic. rather than by hazarding a 
frontal attack, they mean to make 
themselves the masters of Europe. 
System Might Be Used 
To Beat Monroe Doctrine 


This' new technic is of consider- 


able interest to the American peo- 
ple. For it is a method probably the 
only method, conceivably a very 
effective method, of accomplishing 
that which the Monroe Doctrine 
was designed to prevent. ' While 
there is no likelihood at all that any 
European 
power 
will 
attempt 


openly to establish a colony 
in 


South America, it is one of the real 
possibilities of the not too distant 
future that the new method 
of 


aggression might be used in South 
America. 


The materials 
already 
exist. 


There are settlements of Europeans 
which have close political and cul- 
tural sympathies with their'father- 
land in Europe. There are govern- 
ments that are none too 
strong, 


none too capable of suppressing re- 
bellion. 
There is an immense and 


persistent 
European 
propaganda. 


There may be secret revolutionary 
organizations. 
' 


It is by no means a wild notion 


that we might wake up some day to 
find that certain of these European 
settlers had taken control of a South 
American government, or that they 
had set themselves up as a separate 
state, in form independent, in fact 
a colony of a European 
power. 


What would we do about that? How 
would we adapt the Monroe Doc- 
trine, with its horse and buggy con- 
ception of aggressive war. to the 
new streamlined technic of aggres- 
sion? This is something well worth 
a lot of serious thought.

Now that the ultimate authority is es- 


tablished, maybe we can really get some- 
where. A friend who wants to buy a car, 
but isn't satisfied with present models, 
says: 


"Tell Mr. Sloan that I want a car I 


can see out of. Nearly everything seems 
to have been attended to now but vis- 
ibility. 


"I want to see the curb when I'm 


turning over to the side of the street to 
park. I want to know how close I am 
to the edge of a country road. I want 
to sec where my left front fender is when 
I'm passing another car. I want to see 
what's behind me, especially in backing. 
I would Hkc an outside rrirror, too, on 
the left side, or maybe on both sides. 


"The way cars have been made lately, 


a fellow's sort of driving in a dream as 


far as visibility is concerned, and it be- 
comes especially dreamlike in bad weath- 
er when the windows are closed. It's 
mostly in such a dreamy state, I believe, 
that accidents occur on the road.'' 


STUDENT DISCIPLINE 


Whether the Beloit college co-ed went 


A.W.O.L. to New York City because a 
student' government organization 
"cam- 


pused" her for three weeku for having 
smoked a cigarette in her room is a mat- 
ter of disagreement and is probably be- 
side the point. What does concern us is 
the fact that sentence was passed upon 
her by a "court" composed of her fellow 
students: the Women's Sclf-Government 
Association, which has its counterpart on 
a great many co-educational campuses, 
including Lawrence college. 


The young woman in question is a sen- 


ior, is said to be an honor student, and, 
moreover, was president of the very or- 
ganization which ordered her to remain 
away from extra-curricular activities for 
three weeks as punishment for her cig- 
arette. The Post-Crescent does not step to 
her defense for having smoked a cigarette, 
however, without knowing all the facts, 
There is always the matter of lire haz- 
ards. Perhaps students in nearby rooms 
are allurgic to cigarette smoke. Per- 
haps, in some quarters it is still not yet 
up to a lady to decide whether and -.vhere 
she will or will not smoke a cigkiette, 
although we were under the impression 
that this has long since been settled. 


The fact remains that a young woman 


who stood out among other students at Be- 
loit college was sentenced by some of 
.these students, and the question arises as 
to their basic right to pass judgment upon 
her. 


Theoretically, student self government 


is a fine thing. It teaches, according to 
theory, college women how to prepare 
for possible future positions in our various 
governmental bodies. But does it? 


How much tolerance and understand- 


ing, for example, docs a co-ed exhibit 
when passing judgment on another soror- 
ity or some other rival social group, or on 
another college? In short, are the co-eds 
of Beloit, or any other college, actually 
ready to pass upon the activities of their 
classmates without prejudice and emo- 
tion? Does not the student whose case is 
up for consideration deserve the mature 
judgment and tolerant understanding of a 
faculty member who knows girls better 
than the girls know themselves? 
This, 


we think, is the point at issue at Beloit 
and other colleges. 


Find a former college student, male or 


female, who has watched faculty members 
in disciplinary action and who lias also 
witnessed a student disciplinary body op- 
crate. 
Ask which group handed down 


the fairer decision. 


You should not be surprised to hear 


that a student is often better off to take 
a chance with the faculty.

AST WEEK I read about the sad funeral 
service for Bill Hart's favorite pony 
Fritz, the pony that had been with Bill 


for 31 years and had shared his screen triumphs 
back in the days of the two reelers. I say "tri- 
umphs" without the slightest leaning toward 
publicity agentry. 


The story of the death of a faithful animal 


friend is generally pretty sad. This story is no 
exception. But there was another aspect of the 
affair that stirred me even morfe than the story 
of Fritz's funeral: Bill Hart is now 67 years old. 
That's not old it you're healthy and average, 
but, don't you understand, this is BILL HART! 


The name of Bill Hart means much to those 


of you who grew up. or were grown up, in the 
era after the war and before the stock market 
crash. He was the super hero who knocked off 
more villains every week than Tom Dewey has 
done all during his rise to the ranking as top 
Republican of the day. To be sure, there were 
girls in his pictures, but they were the kind who 
always had to be rescued — at least usually — 
and there were those among us who resented 
the presence of any woman at all in the Bill 
Hart thrillers. 


Heck, weren't the rustlers and gamblers and 


slick schemers from the big cities and treach- 
erous Indians and greasers enough for him to 
handle without bothering with dames? Why 
did they always have to handicap him with 
some fainting female. 


But this is drifting away from the point. 
As I said, if you grew up in the Bill Hart 


era. you never walked home from the Auditor- 
ium theatre in South Bend on Friday afternoon. 
You galloped home pointing your finger at the 
pursuing — or pursued — enemy, shouting 
"BANG" at the top of your lungs. 


And when you stopped for breath, you were 


still tight in the grip of Bill Hart. 


"Boy, didja sec him lasso that dirty Greaser 


just before he stabbed the preacher" — "and 
didja see him shoot the gun out of the villain's 
hand" — "and didja tee him" — "and didja —" 


Of course we saw him. We saw him all the 


way home. We saw him on Saturday morning 
when we went out to re-enact the movie of the 
day before. We saw him Sunday morning when 
the Sunday School teacher struggled to show us 
the right way to live. 


And if we owned six-shooter cap pistols, our 


joy was great. And if we owned TWO six- 
shooter cap' pistols, our joy was tremendous. 
And if we had caps for both six-shooters, there 
was no limit to our joy. 


That was Bill Hart for you in the generation 


of the Auditorium theatre in South Bend. The 
Auditorium theatre with its amazing musical 
instrument — a sort of pipe organ, set of drums, 
bells, piano and miscellaneous noise-makers — 
that whipped our moods to exctatic heights 
an$ had us practically falling out of the bal- 
cony as its ambidextrous operator went into a 
jam session the like of which Benny Good- 
man never approached. 


Of course we sat in the balcony. Only sissies 


sat downstairs. Besides, that gave us the long 
ramp to go charging down in arm-waving, yip- 
ping frenzy that would make the Big Apple 
look like a solemn ceremonial dance. Only the 
lurid pictures of coming attractions slowed us 
up. 


So that's why it's Mich a shock to know lhat 


Bill Hart is 67 years old. It's even worse than 
when we heard that Bill Hart was once a 
Shakespearian actor. Why I remember — gosh, 
it seems only like yesterday.

'ALL* colds are 


'NOT contagious then of course NO 
colds ARE contagious. But 
the 


state board ads, 'Many colds are of 
the communicable type, 
which 


means they may be spread from 
person to person . . .' Now, isn't 
that something. The thing to know 
then is what colds are communi- 
cable and what are not. ..." 


Forgive me if I point out that 


everybody who is anybody knows 
that—indeed it is the principle on" 
which practically all present public 
health bulletins or -official utter- 
ances on the subject are based. It 
is quite simple: If you have it. it 
is not communicable: if your neigh- 
bor has it. of course the scoundrel 
ought to be quarantined. 


In the Oregon State 
Board of 


Health bulletin (Nov. 23, 1937) I 
note with approval the good teach- 
ing that 
proper 
hand-washing 


should be practiced by way of pre- 
venting "colds." Fine, if there is a 
proper provision for hand-washing. 
I don't know what the conditions 
may be in Oregon schools. From an 
article on "Neglected 
Health fac- 


tors in Public Schools" in the N. 
Y. State Jour, of Medicine. Jan. 1, 
1938. Dr. Wm. Rosenson. formerly 
of the committee on 
health of 


school children of N. Y. County 
Medicai Society, says of N. Y. City 
schools: 'Sanitary 
conditions in 


many of the schools are a distinct 
menace to the child's health. . . . 
There is no adequate equipment for 
washing the hands. No soap or tow- 
els are provided. Some schools have 
no wash basins. It seems incredible 
that such an elementary principle 
of health and decency as washing 
the hands should be entirely neg- 
lected in the largest educational 
system in the country. While chil- 
dren are taught the importance of 
cleanliness and personal hygiene in 
the classroom, no efforts have been 
made to provide them with the first 
essentials to carrv out these teach- 
ings." 


Well, what do you expect? Is the 


chief of the municipal health de- 
partment in the average city or ary 
of his executive heads to risk his 
job by insisting on a cleaning up of 
the filthy conditions in the "largest 
educational system" in the country? 


The dumb driven 
laity must 


make the best of such malfeasance 
on the part of administrators of 
public health as long as 
officers 


are chosen" for that service solely 
thru political patronage. 


And

Washington — While some have 


been confused by his policy with 
relation to Great Britain, Secretary 
of State Hull has drawn a steady 
distinction between "parallel" ac- 
tion and the "joint" action of which 
he sometimes has been suspected. 


These 
distinctions have 
been 


preserved even in the informality 
of his daily press conferences dur- 
ing the course 
of the 
Chinese- 


Japanese conflict. 


As early as last July 13 he was 


asked by the correspondents who 
crowd around the long table in his 
conference room whether 
it was 


this government's genera! altitude 
simply to exchange information 
with the British government and 
other governments interested 
in 


the Chinese situation. 
His reply 


was that it was this government's 
policy 'to deal separately and inde- 
pendently with the 
chief phases 


of any foreign questions which 
arise. 


That was a bland general out- 


line and the correspondents press- 
ed him to explain how such a 
course would operate 
with rela- 


tion to the nine-power treaty in 
with major nations p l e d g e d 
themselves to respect the terri- 
torial integrity of China. He re- 
plied that in reading with some 
phases of an international ques- 
tion there is some "flexibility" to 
the p\>licy when several nations 
find conditions and interests 
af- 


fecting them in common.

Again And Again 


Repeatedly Secretary Hull has in- 


sisted that this latter procedure is 
as far as the United States has 
gone in its "parallel" action with 
Great Britain in efforts to restrain 
Japanese aggression. 


On July 16 he issued 
a broad 


outline of policy part of which 
stated: 
"We avoid entering 
Into 


alliances 
or entangling commit- 


ments but we believe in coopera- 
tive effort by peaceful and prac- 
ticable means in support of 
the 


principles hereinbefore stated." 


The 
principles . include such 


items as respect for treaties, re- 
duction of armament, maintenance 
of peace, and non-interference in 
the internal affairs of other 
na- 


tions. He restated that position in 
press conferences July 30. August 
12. August 17, and August 23 and 
pleaded again December 15, three 
days after the Panay sinking, that 
the correspondents remember that 
it was possible for nations to act 
for a common purpose, even con- 
currently, without such action be- 
coming "joint." 


Again in the last few days after 


the United States. Great Britain 
and France had asked 
Japan to 


let the world know the size of bat- 
tleships it was building Secretary 
Hull told the Senate in a formal 
letter that there was no agreement 
or understanding with Great Bri- 
tain relating to war or possibility 
of war: no agreement on use of the 
navy conjointly with the British; 
no agreement, expressed 
or im-

COMMON SENSE CONSERVATION

REEN BAY — "The quickest 
way to find a fresh fox track 
around here," said a fox hunt- 


er to me the other day, "is to take 
the dogs for a tour of the pheasant 
feeding stations 
which the club 


maintains every winter." 


There is no doubt about it, single 


isolated feeding stations do con- 
centrate the birds and just as they 
learn regular attendance at such 
stations, day after day, so do foxes, 
owls and weasels learn where they 
arc sure to find the birds, and make 
the most of it 


That is why it is best, in coun- 


tries where predators are known 
to exist to establish not one large 
feeding station, but numerous small 
ones throughout a given piece of 
coyer to eliminate \this over-con- 
centration. 
The stations should be 


located ,near thick briar patches, 
rail or stump fences and brush piles 
v.hcre thc canny birds can make 
full use of all their extraordinary 
hiding abilities. 


\ 


When numerous feeding stations 


are established they must neces- 
sarily be less elaborate and expen- 
sive. A method of winter feeding 
that is being practiced more and 
more is thc random stringing of 
cars of ripened corn throughout the 
cover. 
Bore a hole through the 


ears, string c wire though them and 
fasten the wire ends to trees or 
brush where the corn can be easily 
reached. 
Wire is used because 


squirrels will cut cord and lug the 
ears away. This method eliminates 
the use of 
somewhat expensive 


feeding hoppers. 


Those who make the 
regular 


rounds of feeding stations to keep 
them replenished should keep an 
eye on the predator situation at 
each station where birds are num- 
erous. 
When vermin actively is 


found immediate action is essential 
or it will soon be too late. It usu- 
ally requires thc services of some- 
one who has plenty of time and is 
experienced in predator control.

land—these are just a few of the 
activities carried on in the name of 
"conservation" by those who either 
do not understand its meaning or 
who are serving special interests 
under its protecting cloak.

ALLOWANCES 


The amount to be recovered by 


depreciation is the 
cost 
of the 


property. If acquired by purchase 
after February 28, 1913. If acquired 
by purchase on or before that date, 
the basis is the cost of the proper- 
ty, less depreciation sustained prior 
to March 1. 1913. or the value on 
March 1. 1913. whichever is great- 
er. 


The proper allowance for depre- 


ciation is that amount which should 
be set aside for the taxable year in 
Accordance with a reasonably con- 
sistent plan (not necessarily a uni- 
form rate), whereby the aggregate 
amount so set aside, plus the sal- 
vage value, will at the end of the 
useful life of the property equal 
the cost or other basis of the prop- 
erty. 


The depreciation rate of a build- 


ing is not based upon the number 
of years it will stand before being 


condemned 
and razed, but on the 


number of years it will remain 
habitual or serviceable for the pur- 
pose for which constructed. 


If the taxpayer 
builds • new 


building, the period over which de- 
preciation may be claimed begins 
at the time the building is com- 
pleted and capable of being used. . 
Buildings under construction are •

not subject to a depreciation al- 
lowance. 


If it is clearly shown that, be- 


cause of economic or other condi- 
tions, property must be abandon- 
ed at a date prior to the end of its 
normal useful life, so that depreci- 
ation deductions alone are insuffi- 
cient to return the cost or other 
basis, a reasonable deduction for 
obsolescence may be allowed in ad- 
dition to depreciation. No deduc- 
tion for obsolescence is permitted 
because, in the opinion of the tax- 
payer, the property may become 
obsolete at some future date.
